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Mr. Churchill's Defeat 


The defeat at the British polls of the 
Churchill government is a surprise to the 
Canadian people, not only because of their 
great admiration for Mr.:Churchill but 
because during those war years when his 
inspiration warmed the heart of the civil- 
ized world he gradually took on heroic 
proportions in our eyes. And heroes, in 
our conception, are invincible and even 
immortal.

Washington hag nounced that the 
total of Allied shipping lost durin 
war thus far has reached the st 
amount of 32,000,000 dead-weight ng 
The deadweight tonnage of a ship is the 
weight of the passengers, cargo, fuel and 
stores which the ship can carry when ful), 
loaded. In other words the complete 


weight of a loaded ship less the weight of 
the vessel itself 


The bulk of this lost shipping was em- 
ployed in carrying supplies to Britain and 
thence to Murmansk, North Africa or 
other points in the European theatre 


Most of the vessels shuttled across the 
Atlantic to and from this continent. but 
many were on far longer runs. If they 


averaged four round trips per year, thes: 
ship losses cut down by 100,000,000 tons 
per year or more the amount of war sup- 
plies which could be landed in the fighting 
pone,

“They are not going to stand for 
being crowded or shoved into 
basement suites, We're crazy if we 
are going to stand for it.”

“To- 
day people with families are crowd 
ed into one or two rooms and it's 
neither hygenic nor decent 

“One hundred thousand homes 
with all decent, modern facilities 
are needed. That's what we owe 
the people of the country. 

“If we build these houses, it will 
cost $600,000,000. I don’t care where 
the money comes from, but I do 
know this: this country has spent 
billions of dollars in the war years 
carrying death and destruction to 
other parts of the world. A country 
that can do that can well afford to 
spend $600,000,000 for fit and de- 
cent homes for people. 


ILSLEY “WILL WIN” 

“There's no sense in getting Into 
a long argument with Mr. Ilsley 
about financing, because he'll win 
anyway.

He suggested the homes be rent- 
ed at $20 a month only to those 
eligible for Dominion government 
“baby bonuses.”

Purchase a new truck, they have 
permitted the oriainal owner of 
the business to retain the truck 
which he has been operating 
When the new owner applies for 
a permit for a mew truck he finds 
that no permit is forthcoming. 


In many of these cases his in 
ability to obtain a truck means 
that the returned man in unable to 
meet competition ard may even 
mean that he will be unable to 
operate at a profit.

WHY SOME PERSONS GET 
APPENDICITIS 

In an earlier talk about appendi- 
citis I mentioned the usual cause 
—infection, by the common colon 
bacillus, the pneumococcus, the 
notorious streptococcus, and the 
common pus-producing strains of 
staphylococcus. I mentioned also 
the suspicious frequency of acute 


appendicitis as a complication of 
or as a sequel of one or more at- 
tacks of acute sore throat, acute 
tonsilitis, quinsy. The germs are 
cultivated in the infected ton or 
perhaps in a neglected nfected 
root canal or dental absces nd 
a colony of the germs carried 
through the blood stream, to lodge 
in the tissues of (not in the lumen 
or interior of) the appendix, where 
acute inflammation occurs 

In most cases of acute appe ndi- 
citis the infection is throu the 
blood stream, not directly from the 
interior of the appendix or the In- 
testine. Even when the attack 1s 
due mainly or chiefly to colon 
bacillus infection, the route is via 
blood stream from a focus of infec- 
tion.in some distant part of the in- 
testine, say chronic or recurring 
piles, or a minor intestinal ulcer in 
large or smal! intestine. Occasion- 
ally the tissue of or surrounding 


the appendix is infected by direct 
invasion from the lumen or interior 
of the appendix or the large intes- 
tine (cecum) or head of colon with 
which the appendix connected 
This is the mode of infection when 
the inflammation is due to entrance 


of pinworms or round worm into 
the appendix, which happens occas- 
ionally in children who harbor such 
parasites, as a good many young 
children do without any apparent 
disturbance of their health 
Ordinarily the appendix admits 
nothing. Contrary to a common

is debatable, as a contributing 
of the appendicitis, in the 
opinion of many good physicians 
They maintain, with much experi- 
ence in exploratory surgery (open- 
ng for inspection) that the para- 
when present in the intestine 
lodge in the appendix with- 
out any apparent disturbance of 
the host's comfort or health. More- 
over it is the present belief of most 
physicians and surgeons that such 
foreign bodies lodge in the appen- 
dix rather as a consequence of one
